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CISTOPHORI 


By  Robert  R.  Kutcher 

The  people  of  Asia  Minor,  in  some  sort  of  superstitious  adulation 
peculiar  only  to  them,  regarded  several  early  liberators  as  gods 
sent  from  heaven  to  emancipate  them.  The  first  of  these  men  to 
be  likened  to  Bacchus  and  Hercules  was  Alexander  the  Great  (356  - 
323  B.C.).  This  conqueror  was  given  a  crown  of  ivy  and  gold  and 
saluted  as  Bacchus  himself.  The  second  man  to  be  received  was 
Mithridates,  King  of  Pontus  (132-63  B.C.). 


Mark  Antony  (83-30  B.C.),  who  on  a  cistophorus  is  seen  playing 
the  part  of  Hercules,  can  also  be  recognized  as  Bacchus  by  his 
crown  of  ivy.  Dion  Cassius  and  Senaca  both  relate  that  Antony, 
on  his  return  from  Italy  into  Greece  in  B.C.  39,  styled  himself  a 
second  Bacchus.  And,  when  the  Athenians  went  out  to  meet  him 
they  saluted  him  as  Bacchus  and  begged  that  he  would  not  disdain 
to  accept  their  Minerva  in  marriage.  To  this  he  gave  his 
approval,  but  also  demanded  a  dowery  of  40,000  sestertii.  Senaca 
adds’  that  one  of  the  Greeks  said  to  Antony,  "My  board,  Jupiter 
took  they  mother  Semele  without  a  dowery." 

The  coins  and  medals  called  cistophori  were  coined  by  an 
authority  in  reference  to  the  feasts  of  Bacchus  and  became  the 
peculiar  symbol  of  Asia.  In  its  original  sense,  the  term  of 
"cistophorus"  and  "cistohpera"  were  applied  to  him  or  her  who,  in 
the  mysteries  of  Bacchus,  or  of  Ceres  and  of  Proserpine,  carried 
the  "cista,"  a  mystic  chest  or  basket  which  held  the  sacred 
serpent.  It  was  the  custom  amongst  the  Greeks  that  young  girls 
of  high  rank  were  to  carry  this  mystic  chest  at  public  festivals. 
This  cista,  and  usually  the  serpents,  can  be  seen  on  all 
cistophorus  coins  and  medals.

A  NUMISMATIST'S  TEN  COMMANDMENTS 


The  following  article  was  printed  in  the  1948  January  issue  of 
THE  NUMISMATIST.  It  was  written  by  Albert  H.  wick  of  St.  Louis. 

(1)  Become  a  Numismatist:  If  you  have  that  interest  and  desire  to 
collect  coins,  then  become  a  real  numismatist.  Join  a  local  coin 
club,  to  trade  and  meet  friends  interested  in  the  same  hobby. 
Become  a  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  and 
receive  THE  NUMISMATIST,  monthly.  It  knows  all  and  tells  all. 

(2)  Be  a  Numismatist:  A  numismatist  is  a  specialist  in  the 
science  of  coins  and  medals.  To  be  a  specialist  you  must  know 
something  on  the  subject,  and  to  know  something  you  have  to 
study.  Read,  study,  get  every  available  information  on  coins,  so 
that  you  may  know  all  about  your  coins,  their  history,  data, 
statistics,  values  and  prices,  past,  present  and  future.  Then 
when  the  opportunity  presents  itself  you  will  have  something  to 
say.  When  you  are  offered  a  coin  at  a  price,  you  will  know  its 
true  value. 

(3)  Be  a  Practical  Numismatist:  At  some  moment  you  will  decide 
which  coins  most  interest  you.  Specialize  in  them.  Complete 
their  series,  start  another.  Many  a  collector  has  started  with 
"cents."  Don't  be  a  junk  collector,  beware  of  straggler,  coins 
which  do  not  fit  into  your  collection.  Remember  you  are  a 
numismatist. 

(4)  Respect  Your  Coins:  Keep  them  properly  in  an  album,  or  in 
cases,  in  an  envelope,  wrapped  in  cellophane  or  tarnish  proof 
paper.  Always  handle  a  coin  by  its  edge  and  not  its  surface. 
When  you  acquire  a  coin,  put  it  in  a  new  envelope,  properly 
marked  and  catalogued.  Save  the  old  envelope  for  future 
reference.  Never  clean  a  Proof  or  Uncirculated  coin.  A 
circulated  coin  properly  cleaned  may  fit  better  in  your 
collection,  and  is  sometimes  permissible,  but  remember  that  you 
have  fine  old  coins  in  your  collection  today,  because  the  other 
fellow,  a  hundred  years  ago,  properly  took  care  of  his,  and  you 
have  a  similar  duty  to  perform. 

(5) Respect  Your  Collection:  Don't  envy  the  big  collector.  He 
was  small  once  too,  but  has  been  at  it  a  little  longer  than  you 
have.  Only  the  plutocrat  can  collect  all  the  Proof  sets.  You 
may  be  getting  more  pleause  out  of  your  circulated  Indians  than 
he  is  from  his  patterns.  And  besides,  they  are  easier  to  get. 
Keep  at  it  long  enough  and  you  will  have  a  big  collection. 

(6)  Respect  Your  Hobby:  Don't  get  excited,  don't  rush.  You  are 
in  it  from  now  on.  Select  your  coins  carefully  and  wisely.  You 
need  not  fill  the  board  overnight.  When  you  bid  on  auction, 
don't  them  all  low,  in  hopes  of  catching  a  sleeper,  and  end  up 
with  none  at  all.  Get  a  coin  as  reasonable  as  possible,  but 
respect  the  other  fellow  too.  To  acquire  a  good  numismatic 
treatise,  will  give  you  as  much  pleasure  as  adding  a  new  coin.

(7) Respect  Your  Fellow  Nuraismatist :  Either  have  a  good  word  for 
the  other  collector,  or  say  nothing  at  all.  Don't  talk  scandal, 
or  knock  the  other  man's  collection,  that  only  belittles  you  and 
gives  him  free  publicity.  He  collects  what  he  wants;  you  collect 
what  you  like. 

(8)  Deal  With  a  Numismatist:  Become  acquainted  with  reputable 
dealers  through  your  club  meetings,  or  by  mail.  By  following  the 
other  club  meetings  throughout  the  country,  found  recorded 
monthly  in  THE  NUMISMATIST,  and  in  its  advertising  pages,  you 
will  learn  the  names  of  those  prominent.  Write  them,  know  them. 
They  may  specialize  in  coins  you  are  collecting,  and  can  help 
you.  You  will  find  them  fair. 

(9)  Help  Other  Numismatists:  Learn  all  you  can  about  coins,  so 
that  you  can  talk  intelligently  about  them  to  others.  If  you 
know  something  of  value,  tell  your  friends  at  the  club.  Write 
THE  NUMISMATIST  and  give  your  views;  they  gladly  express  theirs. 
Any  help  you  can  give  to  a  new  or  prospective  collector  will 
repay  you  many  times  in  added  pleasure.  A  kind  word  or  deed  pays 
compound  interest.  Bring  new  members  into  your  club.  Do  every¬ 
thing  you  know  will  be  an  uplift  to  the  honorable  hobby  of 
numismatics. 

(10)  Be  a  Good  Numismatist:  Be  fair,  be  honest,  be  patient.  If 
you  find  yourself  in  the  position  of  selling  coins,  do  not  take 
unfair  advantage  of  your  buyer.  You're  not  trading  horses. 
State  truthfully  what  you  know  or  believe  about  the  condition  of 
the  coin.  To  overcharge  may  mean  the  loss  of  both  a  friend  and 
customer.  If  you  are  buying,  don't  expect  it  for  nothing, 
explaining  that  it  isn't  rare  or  worth  much,  only  to  find,  after 
it  becomes  yours,  that  it's  'exceedingly  rare, ''worth  plenty'  and 
soak  it  to  the  next  one.  If  you  are  buying  or  selling  from  a 
dealer,  bear  in  mind  that  he  must  have  a  certain,  fair  margin 
between  buying  and  selling  to  work  on,  so  be  reasonable,  fair, 
and  considerate.  What  is  still  better,  be  wise  as  to  the  true 
value  of  the  coin  in  question  by  knowledge.  By  knowing  through 
study  of  facts,  statistics,  and  prices  exactly  what  a  coin  is  and 
has  been  priced  by  dealers  over  a  period  of  years,  you  are  in  a 
position  to  know  its  fair  value.  In  short,  be  a  numismatist.

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THE  FRANKLIN  HALF  DOLLAR

When  first  entering  into  the  world  of  coin  collecting  there  are 
probably  a  lot  of  guestions  that  you  want  answered,  such  as,  what 
should  you  collect  or  what  will  be  the  most  beneficial  coin  to 
invest  your  time  and  money  in?  Well,  no  one  can  answer  that 
guestion  for  you,  because  it  is  a  guestion  you  have  to  answer  for 
yourself.  This  is  because  there  is  no  limit  to  the  kinds  of 
coins  that  you  can  collect  and  it  is  best  to  collect  a  wide 
variety,  but  there  may  be  a  certain  series  that  can  catch  your 
attention  because  of  the  investment  opportunity  or  possibly  just 
because  you  like  the  design  of  the  coin.  One  coin  in  particular 
that  has  this  is  the  Franklin  Half  Dollar.  This  particular 
series  can  catch  your  attention  because  of  the  significance  of 
this  coin.  This  coin  is  the  last  complete  series  of  U.S.  coins 
to  be  struck  in  a  composition  of  90%  silver  and  10%  copper,  it 
has  an  unique  design  and  the  demand  for  this  particular  coin  in 
recent  months  has  increased  the  value  of  this  coin  significantly; 
especially  those  coins  that  are  graded  as  MS-65  and  up  with  FULL 
BELL  LINES. 

This  coin  came  into  being  because  of  Mint  Director  Nellie  T. 
Ross's  desire  to  see  Benjamin  Franklin  and  the  Liberty  Bell  on  a 
U.S.  coin.  John  Sinnock,  who  was  the  Mint's  chief  engraver, 
designed  this  coin  not  only  because  of  his  position,  but  also 
because  of  the  experience  he  had  already  had  in  making  another 
previous  Franklin  medal  in  1933.  John  designed  the  obverse  of 
the  coin  with  a  profile  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  on  the  reverse 
he  put  the  Liberty  Bell  with  crack  and  an  eagle  on  the  right  side 
to  balance  the  E.  Pluribus  Unum  found  on  the  left.  The  eagle  was 
also  put  there  to  conform  to  the  legal  requirements  that  the 
silver  coinage  carry  the  national  bird.  The  Liberty  Bell  theme 
came  from  the  1926  Sesquicentennial  Half  Dollar  that  was  one  of 
the  best  selling  commeratives.  John  Sinnock  never  saw  the  end 
result  or  the  coin  that  was  made  from  his  designs  because  of  his 
death  during  the  designing  process  of  the  coin.  Soon  after,  in 
February  of  1948,  John  Snyder,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
announced  the  acceptance  of  the  design  that  Sinnock  had  made  and 
recommended  that  a  new  half  dollar  with  the  portrait  of  Franklin 
be  produced.  Thus  the  first  Franklins  were  released  to  the 
public  on  April  30,  1948.  The  Franklin  Half  never  became  a  very 
popular  coin  because  it  was  thought  to  represent  an  end  of  an  era 
in  American  coinage  history.  The  era  of  the  Buffalo  Nickel, 
Mercury  Dime,  Standing  Liberty  Quarter,  and  Walking  Liberty 
Halfs,  was  thought  to  be  the  golden  age  of  coinage  because  of  the 
artful  designs.  All  these  designs  except  for  the  Walking  Liberty 
Half  were  replaced  by  historical  figures.  The  Franklin  Half 
replaced  this  and  thus  was  thought  to  of  ended  that  era.  Also 
the  design  was  thought  to  be  ugly  to  what  it  had  replaced.  The 
Franklin  Half  was  only  coined  up  through  Dec.  31,  1963,  which  did 
not  meet  the  twenty-five  year  min.  coinage  of  a  coin. 

When  collecting  the  Franklin  coins  you  can  find  a  number  of 
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different  ways  of  doing  it.  You  can  collect  them  by  series, 
which  consists  of  35  coins,  and  can  be  obtained  fairly  easily  if 
you  acquire  them  in  lower  grades  or  uncirculated  condition,  or 
try  to  acquire  a  complete  set  in  MS-65  or  better  state  that  is 
much  more  challenging  and  expensive.  It  is  said  that  a  retail 
price  for  a  series  such  as  this  would  run  at  retail  price  around 
$1,500.  Another  important  aspect  when  collecting  these  halfs  is 
to  try  to  get  the  halfs  that  show  Full  Bell  Lines,  and  this 
increases  the  value  of  the  coin  considerably.  The  main  key  in 
this  series  of  coin  is  the  1949-S,  which  at  current  value  is 
carrying  a  $630  price  in  MS-65  grade  with  Full  Bell  Lines,  but 
other  valued  dates  are  the  52-S  and  53-S. 

The  most  exciting  and  compelling  aspect  of  collecting  these  coins 
is  that  they  are  still  very  obtainable  and  sets  can  be  made 
somewhat  inexpensively  if  you  collect  them  in  VG  to  AU  condition. 
These  coins  that  run  in  this  condition  can  be  purchased  from 
$6.00  up  to  $50.00  roughly.  This  gives  hope  to  the  new  coin 
collectors  that  are  just  starting  because  they  can  start 
collecting  a  series  that  can  be  obtained  fairly  easily  and  in  a 
condition  that  they  can  be  proud  of  in  the  years  to  come  without 
taking  a  bite  out  of  their  budget.  And  who  knows  how  much  these 
coins  will  rise  in  value  in  the  years  to  come.  Also  you  can 
never  lose  in  collecting  these  because  the  silver  content  in 
these  coins  is  also  a  rarity  and  will  be  in  years  to  come.
